ODD PHASES OF DIVORCE. 


Yrom the history of divorce it appears that 
the proportion of unhappy marriages in- 
sreages from tho day divorce is legalised in 
acountry. It appeara among peoplé of the 
highest civilisution at the period of their de. | .~ 
gndence ; from that time can be dated a 
retrograde movoment in morals, In Egypt 
the laws authorised no divorce except in cer- 
tain cases, Infidelity was puuished sevarely ; 
the man reocived 1,000 atripes and the we- 
man's nose was cut. In Babylon a pablio 
naction of all the girls of a marriagaablo ago 
was held once u year, Tho untying of theaa 
knots was even more simple, Oonfucias, 
writing on Ohincso laws, eatablisted seven 
causes of: repudiation, among which it ap- 
peara that the wife could be put aside for ex- 
cessive. gossip or for not getting along with 
her father or mother-in-law, Bat there was 
thia proviso: ‘Tho husband is advieed to 
retain her if she will wear mourning for her 
mothor-in-law for three years,’ Asa mattor 
of fact. tho Chinese resort to the divorce courts 
very little, and they hold a widow marrying a 
avoond time in the utmost contempt. Thia 
custom is somewhat similar to that of the 
Hindoos in former years, when the widows 
flung themselves on the burning wood piles 
upon which their husbands’ bodies were being 
consumed, India revognises certain canses 
for divoroe, Up to the commencement of 
this century a childless Hindoo wae permitted 
to lend his wifo to » brother or other male 
relative in order tohavacbildron, In Burma 
the women when marrying do not take thoir 
buabands’ names, but tetain their own, with 
the addendum of ' wife of Sowad-to.’ This 
toakes it convenient for them to assume 
their previous statas in publio knowledge 
when“they come to be divorced, a8 
they, ard very likely to be, for divorce 
ig easy in that country, In Greece the main 
idea in marrying was to bring ohildron into 
the world—males espeatally—for the good 
of the oouotry, hence the greater facility 
offered for breaking tho marriage tie in cass 
of sterility, The legislators recognised the 
right of divorce, At Athooa divorce could 
be obtained by demand of one of the
